there had been n o fightin g for 
10 years. Then all of a su d d en 
the Greeks withd rew their army 
an d their fleet an d preten d ed to 
be aban d on in g the siege of Troy. 
The Greeks had bu ild a large 
wood en horse which they brou ght to the gates 
oi Troy. Of cou rse, it ex cited great cu riosity. 
It was d escribed by the Greeks as a “t>eace 
offerin g,’* 
The gu llible Trojan s fin ally were persu ad td 
that peacefu l coex isten ce was ptossible. an d 
they let the horse be d rawn in sid e their wall. 
Then d u rin g the n ight when the Trcjan s were 
asleep the Greek troops who had been con ­ 
cealed in sid e the horse stole ou t. oi^en ed the 
city gates to the Greek army which ru.shed 
in to Troy. They slau ghtered the su rprised 
Trojan s, who were easily con qu ered 
Tod ay the big move is on to get the troops 
of the Un ited States to withd raw from Eu rof^ 
u n d er the preten se that the Soviet armies will 
also be withd rawn from the occu pied area.s. 
The Red armies can move back ju st a few 
hu n d red miles an d be ou tsid e of every satcl 
lite state. Bu t on ce American d ivision s have 
been withd rawn 3.000 miles away to the Un ited 
States, an d the western cou n tries have agreed 
to a d isarmamen t plan , the Soviets can come 
back qu ickly from their hid in g places in to the 
mid d le of Eu rope an d con qu er. 
The fact is there is n o su re way to en force 
an y d isarmamen t plan —to make su re it is 
bein g hon estly kept by the Ru ssian s. In the 
period immed iately after World War I, Ger­ 
man y was d isarmed by a written treaty. To­ 
d ay German military ex pert.s tell in d etail 
how the treaty was circu mven ted an d an army 
bu ilt that# cou ld be called in to mobilization 
with great ease.
